The two ballots being “terminated abdut fix 
o’clock, the Houfe proceeded to the other bufinefs 
of the day; and having agreed to feveral motions 
for the delivery of various papers, refolved, that a 
Committee of the whole Houfe thould confider fdr- 
ther of the Ways and Means to-morrow.

—He would there- 
fore move, that on Tuefday’ next a Committee of 
the whole Houfe fhould be formed, for the purpofe 
of confidering the Aéts above mentioned ; that this 
petition fhould be referred to that Committee ; and 
that Counfel fhould be admitted to the bar of the 
Houfe, in fupport of the allegations comprehended 
in the petition. : 

Mr Dundas objeéted to the time propofed by the 
Hon. Gentleman for going into a Committee, and 
wifhed that he would defer his motion till next 
Tuefday. He fpoke with fome warmth of the com- 
plaints expreffed in the petition, and obferved, that 
the flatutes alluded to did not deferve the repro- 
bation which fome had thrown out apainft them. 

Mr Dempffer having vindicated the petitioners 
from fufpicion of unjuttifiable complaints, faid, he 
had no objection to eens his motion for the 
prefent, and making it on Tuefday next. 

THE Chancellor of the Exchequer then moved for 
leave to bring in a bill for the regulation of lotteries , 
which being granted, he immediately prefented to 
the Houfe a bill for that purpofe. This bill, he | 
remarked, was in fubftance the fame with that which 
this Houfe had lately paffed, excepting the amend- 
ment which had been applied to it by the Houfe of 
Lords. He moved, that this bill thould be re

‘This motion being complied with, it was imme- 
diately afrerwards read a fecond time. 

The fecond reading of it was followed by its 
being put into a Committee of the whole Honufe, of 
which Mr Gilbert was nominated Chairman. 

Mr Fox renewed his objections to the claufe 
which tended to the legalizing of infurance. He 
had heard no fufficient reafon affigned, why the per- 
miflion of infuring whole tickets {fhould remove the 
inconveniencies refulting from the infurance of 
thares, And the arguments that militated againft 
the infarance of fhares would, in his opinion, apply 
with equal force to the infurance which the prefent 
bill would render legal. He then requefted the 
Chairman to read the claufe that permitted infurance 
together ‘with the amendment introduced by the 
Lords. 

This amended claufe being read, he obferved, 
that the mifchief likely to arife from it was in fome 
meafure removed ; but that it was {till objectionable; 
He therefore moved, that it fhould not be fuffered 
to remain a part of the bill. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer thought it. un- 
neceffary to repeat the arguments which he had fta- 
ted on a former occafion, in fupport of the claufe in 
quition, as well as of the whole bill. He would 
only remark, that every other fpecies of infurance, 
except that which the bill legalized, would fa{tain'an 
effectual prevention, to which the amendment intro- 
duecd by the Upper Houfe added fome force. 

Mr “ox threw out fome further remarks againf 
giving a fanction by law to infurance. 

Mr Martin reprobated the claufe, as tending to 
the encouragement of gaming, which, he faid, was 
a practice that no political expediency, po ftate ne- 
cefhity, otight to jultity. 

Mr Demp/rer alfo obje&ed to the claafe, 

Mr Alderman Town/end confidered lotteries as a 
mode of raifing money that was pernicious in itfelf, 
and became ftill more fo when accompanied with in- 
farance. Every feflion at the Old Bailey, he faid, 
exhibited inftances of the trial of perfons who were 
tempted to the commiflion of robbery, by the pro- 
{pect of gambling in the lottery with the prodace of 
their injuftice. He fhould therefore chearfully vate 
agaiaft the claufe.

our king of Great Britain, by the name, ftile, 
and title of Lord Douglas, Baron Douglas, of A- 
mefbury in the county of Wilts; and the faid James 
Earl of Abercorn hath, by like letters patent, bear- 
ing date the,twenty-fourth day of Auguft, io the 
faid twenty-fixth year of our reign, been created a 
Vifcount of our kingdom of Great Britain, by the 
name, ftile, and ‘title of Vifcount Hamilton; b

EDINBURGH. 

‘The following is the Subftance of Lorp Stor- 
mont’s SPEECH to introduce the motion he made 
‘jp the Houfe of Lords the 13th day of Februa- 
ty, taken from the notes of a perfon who was 
prefent at the debate. 


LORD STORMONT began by faying, That 
he had prefumed to bring before the Committee a 
bufinefs, which, as matter of privilege, was entitled 
to ferious and early attention, and which appeared to 
him of confiderable importance. He thought it a 
great public queftion, and fhould argue it upon large 
public ground. The conftitution of Parliament now 


_required, that the reprefentatian of the Scotch Peer- 


age thould be complete. Is it fo? That is the que- 
fion for the confideration of the Committee. ‘The 
wnotion is purpofely calculated to put that point fair- 
ly at iffue. Had the queltion any thing of legal ni- 
cety, he fheuld be ill qualified to treat it ; but it ap- 
peared to him that it lay in a narrow compafs, and 
was to be decided upon a few plain, obvious princi- 
ples, which he would endeavour to ftate. 

It mult be ddmitted, that the right of reprefenta- 
tion was given to the Scotch Peers for the lofs of 
an hereditary {eat in Parliament. ‘They who no 
longer faffer the lofs, can no Jonger be entitled to 
lt would be abfurd 
to argue What‘is fo plain ; it is fufficient barely to 


“flate it, 


By the treaty of Union, Sixteen Peers ate to be 
chofen by thofe whom -they reprefent, out of their 
own number. Is it not clear, from this {tipulation, 


“that they who chofe maft be in a fituation to be re- 
"prefented ; and thofe who are chofen, in a condi- 


tion to be reprefentatives ? 

All elective reprefentation in Government, where- 
foever it obtafhs, proceeds upon this uniform, inva- 
There is an inconvenience, real or 


dually ; therefore you thall fhare in it virtually by 
The one being given in lien of tlie 
other, they cannot be co-exiitent. You cannot re- 
prefent yourfelf. You cannot appear in perfon, and 
be reprefented by your deputy. The moment you 
are admitted to a perfonal fhare in the government, 
your right to fhare in it virtually, by reprefentation, 
muft ceafe and determine. He then applied thefe 
general principles to the particular cafe. ‘The Peers 
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of Scotland, at the Union, were thought too nume- 
rous to be admitted to hereditary feats in Parlia- 
sent ; therefore they were to be reprefented by Six- 
teen of their namber. Whether the mode was wife, 
whether the proportion was fair and adequate, it is 
needlefs now to inquire. Qur anceftors, faid he, 
case bec in federa, and by their agreement we are 
indifputably bound. But he was fure their Lord- 
Ships were bound by inclination, ftilk more than by 
the ties of duty, to fee that agreement fairly and ho- 
nourably fulfilled. Would it be fo, would it be 


conformable to the-true fenfe and meaning of the 


treaty ; would it be confonant to the principles of 
reprefentation, to include,:in the number df Scotch 
reprefentatives, hereditary Peers, who have no in- 
tereft in that reprefentation, and to whofe condition 
elective reprefentation cannot appertain ? 

‘ Ao hereditary feat, and a temporary feat by elec- 
ploa, are not only different, but incompatible, for thts 
obvious reafon—the hereditary feat takes away the 


‘whole effect of the relation that fhould fubfift’ be- 


tween the reprefentative and thofe who chufe him: 
This connesion is {tronger in fome governments, in 
fome countries, “than in others 3 buc it obtains uni- 
verfally in-all, and is of the very effence of reprefen- 
fation. -ln fome countries, as in Poland, for in- 
ftance, members are bound by the in(tructions of 
their conftiryents. It has been maintained, thar 


faid, he was not of that épinion; but fuppole, for a 
‘moment, that to-be the cafe, What would be the 
‘ condition of an hereditary Peer who was alfo a repre- 
fentative ? Clathing duties might arife.—His own 
jadgment marks oat to him one line of conduét, pie 
orders of his eleAors another: Which ® he to fol- 
low? But not to inSit upon an idea of the contti- 
tution ftrongly maintained by others, but differing 
from” Lord Stormont’s own opinion, he-faid, that in 
this country reprefentatives were certainly fo far re- 
fponfible to their conftiruents in their conduct, that 
upon thé opinion entertainediof that conduct, their fate 
at a future election was decided, and the’ttatft repo: 
fed in them continued or withdrawn. He obferved, 
that the fame prerogative that had raifed two of the 
fixteen to an“hereditary feat, might, in poflibility at 
lealt, extend the fame favour to the whole number. 
What then would become of the Scotch reprefenta- 
tion? This way of putting it makes the abfurdity 
more glaring; but there is no real difference between 
the one cafe and the other; the violation of the 
principle of reprefemtation is the fame in both. He 
then proceeded to thew, that the ceffation of right 
his motion contended for, follows by clear and ne- 
ceflary confequence, from the incapacity eftablifhed 
by a refelution of the Houfe in 1709, in the cafe of 
the Duke of Dover’s vore. Tt was then refolved, 
“© That a Peer of Scotland, claiming to fit in the 
Houfe of Peers by virtue of a patent paffed under 
the Great Seal of Great Britain, and who now 
* fits in the Parliament of Great Britain, has no 
‘+ right to vote in theeledtion of the Sixteen Peers.” 

The two noble Lords ia queftion, confefledly 
ffood in that fituation.to .which the refolution ap- 
plies; and he who has nota right to vote,.a /artiori * 
cannot be eledfed. a 

‘This determination was as folemn, as deliberate | 
a one as any that ftands on the records of Parlia- 
ment. It rejected the vote of a perfon intimately 
connected with the thén Lord Treafyrer (Godol- | 
phin), I barély mention this cireumftance, faid he, 
without laying any ftrefs upon it. 

The refolation pafled at'a time when all that re 
lated to the Union was freth in every man’s memo- ” 
ry, and the’true meaning and intention of that great’ 
treaty were generally known. It paffed in the pre- 
fence of many of thofe who had been Commiffioners 
on both fides, aétors in- that great fcene, and the 
Journals fhow that there was not a fingle proteft. It 
has been conftantly aéted under, has ftood unque- 
ftioved, unfhaken, for near fourfcore years. Such 
a precedent has all the weight and authority that 
can belong to any precedent whatever; apd powers. 
ful indeed, faid he, is the weight and authorjty of 
{uch precedents upon the mind of cxery bdnfiderate 
man, who knows. the mifchief of Auétuationy abd 
the numberlefs benefits which arife from certainty of 
law, and ftability and uniformity of decifion. 

He then obferved, that although he argued ‘from 
this refolution, though it afforded a very ‘ftréng, 
and, he thought, irrefiftible argument i Pappa of 
the motion, yet the motion itfelf went to the fingle 
point of reprefentation. ‘The prefent quettion is 
finply this, Whether the two Noble Lords, by the 
change in their fituation, do or do nor ceafe to be 
our reprefentatives ? Asin the a& ef Union; and 
in the fubfequent at of the 6th of Queen Anne, 
there are no exptefs words that go direAly to 
the point, it .muft be a. queftion of cdnitraaion 
upon the real intent.and meaning of that part of the 
Treaty, to be decided by the ryles of fair interpre- 
tation, and by the géneral nature and principles of 
reprefentation, applied to the particular cafe. 

By an article in the treaty of Union, the Peers’ of 
the two countries; now made one, are to be conipre 
hended under one general name. Had it conferred 
equality of right, all line of diftinction would have’. 
been done away. Bat Britith Peerage now confitts 
of two diftin& orders of men, having different rights, 
and ftanding im very different fituations ‘indeed. 
The one retains all the privileges of Peerage, fits in 
Parliament, whofe authority now extends Over the 
whole united kingdém. The other has the inferior ~ 
rights of privilege throughout the whole kingdont, 
but is abridged of the moft valuable right’ of all—? 
an heriditary feat in Parliament: They aré’ there” 
fore, in| fa&, two diftin® orders of qigp,, thodgh | 
called by the fame namé; the one having individu. 
ally a thare in the legiflaruré, the other only,a virtu- 
al fhare by reprefentation. No liae of difindion 
can be more ftrorigly drawn. io 

The queftion then, fairly ftated, is this, What, a¢- 
cording to the true, meaning and intention of the 
Union, is to be’ the condition of him, who.. paffes 
from the one order to the other, from the reprefen-. 
tative to the hereditary clafs ? Why, clearly this—he, 
acquires all the rights of an hereditary feat, and the 

rights of reprefentation ceafe, as appertaining exclp- 
fively to that condition in “which he no longer re- 
mains. The Committee well know, that the right 
of reprefentation is fo far from being inherent in 
Pesrs, as fuch, that it was ftrenaoxfly contended at 
the time of the Union, that it was inconfiftent with 
and repugnant to the nature of Peerage. It ceér- 
tainly is a right incidental to the change of fituarion 
made by the treaty of Union.--From the fituatiomin 
which that treaty placed thentthe two noble Lords* 
have emerged by the favour.of the Crown, and are 
raifed to thofe rights, to that condition in the Pars 
liament of Great Britain,, which, in the Parliament 
of Scotland, every Scotch Peer enjoyed. nore 
When we chole them, added he, they were i 
the fame {ituation with ourfelves ; they were fellow- 
fufferers.. Being no longer in that fituation, they 
can no longer be entitled to a fhate of that com- 
penfation, which was given to the aggregate body, 
for the lofs it fultained, They now fit here in their 
own right ; they: cannot therefore fit in ours.

But thus much, I may fay, the 
belt, the wifeft and moft dignified policy will- chufe 
to do that which is attended with no poflible incon- 
venience, rather than truck the rights and wound 
the feelings of a confiderable and refpetable body of 
men: and if there were any thadow of doubt in this 
bufinefs, which he protefted, after the fulleft confi- 
deration, he could not perceive ; yet furely, even in 
that cafe, the fairelt and moft upright mind might 
incline towards that decifion which is favourable to 
the interefts of many, prejudicial to the real interefts 
of none, The principle laid down in the’ preamble 
to the famous Peerage Bill was, that the proportion 
eftablithed at the Union was become unequal by the 
number of Peers created fince that period. ~ This 
principle would lead to an increafe of our number :
